THE SAILORS. 
No clati of men work harder for Iheir money 
tlian the Bailors: yet how few of Ihcm »re care- 
M and prudent, and lay by a portion of their 
earnings. One reason why teamen arc alwayi 
poor, It the course pursued by many bad and 
avaricious men in our seaport towns. They use 
(.•ycry artifice in Iheir power to deceive sailors 
and obtain their money. Soiic are so unprin* 
cipled, that they will invite them to drink, for 
the sole purpose of robbing them ol their earn* 
inirs. Many a hard working seaman has awoke 
from hit inleniperanco to find himself penny- 
K*ss. 

There arc many unprincipled landlords^ who 
virge sailors into their houses to treat them like 
b.ulcs. They pretend to be friendly to them, 
b It the moment an opportunity, presents, they 
lake their money and drive them from their 
houses with not a cent in their pockets. 

There is one scheme adopted among certain 
characters, to secure the board of scamcQ, which 
cannot be too strongly condemned. It is this— 
s 'nding men on board of every vessel that enters 
the harbor and sfipping two or three shillings 
into the hands of the sailors and requeoting 
tiicm to board at certain houses. To such an 
extent is this practice carried, that several land- 
lord runner* may be found at the same time 
among the crew. It appears to us, thai a mas- 
ter of a vessel should never permit snch char- 
acters to hoasd his vessel. 

Our advice to sailors is, never be hired to 
board any where. When you arrive at a port 
a td you arc unac(]t^aintcd, go to the Bethel min- 
ister, if there is one in the place, and ask his 
advice, and you wiK be sure thai he will direct 
you to a place where some interest will he felt 
in your weliaie, and your clothes may be taken 
care of, or at least, where they will not be stolen. 

In some ol the sailor boarding houses, where 
tlic landlords strive to get what they can of your 
hard earnings, there arc gcnerarlly pthcr men 
interested for themselves. The question is asked 
vf>ti, Are you in want of clothing? il so, they 
will pretend to direct yo» where you can buy 
cheap and obtain the most goo<*« for the least 
iQoney. Do you understand their motives.^ 
Thcv have an underitandmg with certain clothes 
dealers and with them share the profit*. The 
more they make you pay for the articles you 
)«.»ed, the better it will be for ihemseivcs. 

We advise sailois to look for themselves and 
Suy what they nt-ed where they CTin purchase 
Ih ' cheap-bt— or at least where they will not be 
rhi-ated Never listen to a landlord's advice in 
l*iis matter, when you have rca«on to believe 
i)ril he is actuated by selfish motives. 

iir prudence and care, if you have contracted 
n i h.iii habits, you can save up no iittle amount 
i:» the course of a few years— to be a fund to 
:pil»p:)rt you if you should live to be too old to 
f .) jw ihj sea. But what is better, by good and 
in Jn^lrioui habitd, you may be able to rise from 
5:,'nneir> berths to the command of vcsiels— 
yoijrj«*Ives being part owners. 

S.iilor.^ think of what wc have written and 
IjBve a sharp look out.

ing from a barn in the rear of the large three 
story wooden house erecting on the south-east 
side of Free street, by the Messrs. Curtis from 
Freeport, for Rev. Adam Wilson, Editor of Zi- 
on's Advocate.

The 
fire spread instantly to the large unfinished 
house, above referred tn, and thence to the small 
school house, occupied by Miss Lincoln. Thence 
it communicated to the joiner's shop of Mr. 
William P. Stodder, and the house occupied by 
.Messrs, Michael Stevens and William P. Stod- 
der, all of which buildings were destroyed. 
Contiguous to the building in which the fire 
originated, on the west, was the house of Mr. 
Rufus Read, which was also destroyed. The 
fiaines likewise communicated to the house oc- 
cupied by Mr. Wm. Aitchison, which was con- 
siderably damaged On the northwest side of 
Free street, the fire extended to the stables of 
tnc "Farmers' Home" tavern, the dwelling 
house of Mr. Moses Clark, (firm of Clark dc. 
Edwards) and .Mr. Zophar Reynolds ; but owing 
to a change of the wind, and the vigorous e.xer* 
tions of the people present, these buildings were 
saved without being much damaged. 

Mr. Read was insured for $900 ; Messrs. Cur- 
tis had no insurance — loss probably not far from 
.$1000. The houses occupied by Messrs. Ste- 
vens and Stoddef, and Mr. .Aitchison, were 
owned by Mr. Stevens — loss about $1500 — no 
insurance. Whole loss not far from $5000. 

The fire must have been the work of an in- 
cendiary, as there bad been no fire in the build- 
ing during the day.

The house opposite, owned and occupied by 
Reuben Mitcheil, Esq. being in imminent dan^ 
ger from its near proiimity to the shop, was 
saved by the greatest exertions, protected as 
it was, by the large tree in front. The damage 
in the lamber yard of Mr. J, M. Coolbroth 
was but trifling. Tlie eonteoti of the Joiner 
shop, incloding the tools, were entirely destroy- 
ed. The whole amoont of damage will not pro- 
bably exceed fire or six hundred dollars. The 
buildings burnt and damaged belong to Thomas 
McLeilan, £«<). It was undoobtedly the work 
of an incendiary.
